To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hambledon 

Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1938. 

It  has  again  been  a year  of  singular  freedom  from  epidemics, 
and  the  general  health  of  the  District  has  been  good. 

The  progress  of  main  drainage  for  those  parts  where  it  has 
become  necessary  proceeds  satisfactorily,  and  new  proposals 
discussed  during  the  year  should  be  adequate  for  the  present. 

Air  Raid  Precautions  dominated  all  other  matters,  especially 
following  the  September  crisis.  It  was  a source  of  the  greatest 
satisfaction  that  there  was  prepared  and  ready  for  service  during 
that  period  of  crisis  a complete  A.R.P.  Casualty  Service,  which 
was  ready  to  render  First  Aid  to  casualties  occurring  in  any  part 
of  our  very  wide  and  extensive  district. 

The  whole  A.R.P.  Scheme  has  since  been  revised  and  dras- 
tically reduced,  but  the  essentials  of  the  Casualty  Services  must 
remain  substantially  as  arranged  in  September. 

Evacuation  of  town  populations  into  our  rural  areas,  if 
unfortunately  it  should  ever  become  necessary,  will  introduce 
difficulties  and  dangers  to  the  health  of  the  community,  the 
seriousness  of  which  can  scarcely  be  estimated. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  colleagues  on  the  Staff  and  to  members 
of  the  Council,  who  have  throughout  the  year  so  willingly  given 
me  every  assistance  and  courtesy,  and  whose  co-operation  I much 
appreciate.

DEATHS. 

There  were  301  deaths  registered  during  1938  (144  male  and 
157  female)  as  against  308  for  the  previous  year.  Table  II  on  page 
10  shows  the  principal  causes  of  death.  The  increased  number 
of  deaths  is  due  mainly  to  deaths  of  females  from  heart  disease 
and  from  cancer.

After  correction  by  the  Registrar-General’s  factor  for  purposes  of 
comparison  with  other  districts,  and  with  the  figures  for  the 
country  as  a whole  9.59 
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The  death-rate  for  1937  was  11.76  (or  9.87  after  correction  by 
the  Registrar-General’s  factor).  Thus,  the  death-rate  for  1938  is 
rather  lower  than  that  for  1937. 

The  death-rates  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  the  past  seven 
years,  together  with  the  death-rates  for  England  and  Wales,  are 
shown  in  the  graph  on  page  11.

Freedom  from  epidemics  during  the  past  few  years  is  responsible 
for  the  relatively  small  figures. 

Milk  Analysis. — This  also  is  carried  out  by  the  Pathological 
Department  of  the  Royal  Surrey  County  Hospital.  During  the 
year  143  samples  were  examined,  being  7 less  than  in  1937. 

Water  Analysis. — The  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories, 
91  Queen,  Victoria  Street,  London,  E.C.4,  continue  to  undertake  the 
examination  (both  chemical  and  bacteriological),  by  contract,  of 
samples  of  water.  The  number  of  samples  examined  during  the 
year  was  125.  This  number  is  58  in  excess  of  last  year  owing  to  the 
increased  frequency  of  sampling  agreed  upon  at  the  end  of  1937.

With  the  exception  of  the  area  around  Cranleigh,  and  a small 
area  adjacent  to  Haslemere,  the  District  is  completely  dependent 
upon  the  ambulance  service  of  the  Guildford  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade.  Although  the  area  served  by  this  association  is  very  wide, 
the  four  ambulances  are  sufficient  for  normal  requirements.  These 
ambulances  are,  of  course,  essentially  for  accident  cases  and  cases 
of  sickness. 

Infectious  Disease  Ambulances. — The  ambulances  at  the 
two  Isolation  Hospitals  are  ample  for  ordinary  requirements. 
Arrangements  are  made  by  both  the  Farnham  and  Guildford 
Isolation  Hospitals  for  alternative  vehicles  in  the  case  of  breakdown 
or  failure  from  any  other  cause. 


NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

District  Nurses. — The  following  parishes  have  District  Nurses 
under  the  auspices  of  the  District  Nursing  Association  : Bramley, 
Busbridge,  Chiddingfold,  Cranleigh  (2),  Elstead  (serving  Tilford), 
Ewhurst,  Frensham  (serving  Frensham  and  Dockenfield),  Hamble- 
don,  Hascombe  (serving  Hascombe  and  Dunsfold),  Peperharow, 
Witley  and  Wonersh.  Alfold  is  served  jointly  with  the  parish  of 
Loxwood,  in  Sussex,  and  the  nurse  for  Peperharow  also  serves  the 
Parish  of  Puttenham  in  the  Guildford  Rural  District.

148  new  cases  in  the  County  were  notified,  bringing  the  total 
to  525.  Necessary  treatment  has  been  encouraged  and  arranged, 
assistance  being  given  with  transport  and  with  the  supply  of 
appliances  and  chairs. 

After-care  has  embraced  entry  of  cripples  to  Homes  as  well  as 
efforts  to  place  cripples  in  suitable  training  and  employment.

Farnham. — Serving  the  parishes  of  Dockenfield,  Elstead, 

Frensham  and  Tilford. 

Cranleigh. — Serving  the  parishes  of  Ewhurst,  Alfold  and 

Cranleigh,  and  other  nearby  parishes. 

Shalford. — Serving  the  parish  of  Wonersh. 

Hambledon  Institution. — Serving  the  parishes  of  Hambledon 

and  Witley,  and  also,  on  occasion,  various 
other  parishes. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


The  comprehensive  and  detailed  examination  of  all  public 
water  supplies,  mentioned  in  my  Report  for  1937,  was  completed 
early  in  the  year.  Every  parish  has  a main  water  supply,  and 
there  are  five  major  companies  concerned  in  addition  to  numerous 
smaller  and  private  concerns. 

In  general,  the  results  of  the  investigation  showed  satisfactory 
conditions  and  every  reason  for  complete  confidence  in  the  safe- 
guards for  ensuring  unvarying  purity  of  the  water.  In  some  places 
minor  improvements  were  suggested  and  possible  sources  of  pollution 
dealt  with. 

The  Godaiming  Borough  Supply  (Bramley,  Busbridge, 
Hambledon,  Milford,  Peperharow  and  Hascombe)  is  the  only  water 
which  is  chlorinated.  It  is  derived  from  wells  at  Borough  Road, 
Catteshall,  and  Ockford,  its  source  being  in  the  sands  of  Hythe  and 
Folkestone  beds.  Analyses  are  made  by  the  Water  Engineers  at 
frequent  intervals,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the 
care  and  precautions  taken.  Complaints  of  discolouration  owing  to 
iron-solvent  action  are  much  less  frequent  since  the  system  of  night 
flushing  of  the  mains  was  adopted. 

The  Wey  Valley  Water  Company  supplies  Dockenfield, 
Elstead,  Frensham,  Thursley  and  Tilford.  Supplies  are  drawn 
from  deep  wells  at  Hindhead,  and  at  Tilford,  the  water  being  filtered 
through  rapid  sand  filters  before  mixing  in  the  reservoir  at  Hindhead, 
whence  it  is  distributed  by  gravity.  In  the  Hambledon  Rural 
District  there  are  two  pumping  stations,  one  at  Tilford  Meads,  and 
the  other  at  Churt  Road,  Tilford.  Both  are  in  constant  use  and 
draw  enormous  quantities  of  water  from  the  lower  greensand  from 
wells  several  hundred  feet  in  depth.  Conditions  at  the  pumping 
stations  are  in  every  way  excellent,  the  greatest  care  being  taken 
to  prevent  contamination.  The  Meads  pumping  station  is  com- 
paratively new,  and  its  use  is  likely  to  increase. 

It  is  so  much  the  more  unfortunate  that  both  of  these  almost 
model  pumping  stations  should  be  situated  in  residential  areas 
containing  many  cesspools.  No  good  purpose  can  be  served  at  this 
date  by  consideration  of  the  lack  of  statutory  control  that  allows 
cesspools  to  be  constructed  in  the  proximity  of  public  water  supplies, 
and  what  is  worse,  allows  the  sinking  of  wells  and  establishment  of 
public  water  supplies  in  the  midst  of  cesspool  areas.  In  either  case 
the  responsibility  of  removing  definite  sources  of  possible  pollution 
rests  with  the  Local  Authority.  That  no  evidence  of  pollution  has 
been  found  in  the  past  is  no  guarantee  for  the  future,  since  the 
increasing  drain  on  underground  water  sources  inevitably  increases 
the  danger  as  time  goes  on. 
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No  cesspools  can  be  guaranteed  against  overflowing,  and 
experience  shows  that  most  cesspools  do  in  fact  overflow  or  leak 
more  or  less  constantly.  In  sandy  soil  such  as  is  found  in  the  Tilford 
neighbourhood  leakages  are  not  apparent,  so  that  in  many  cases 
the  emptying  of  cesspools  is  looked  upon  by  householders  as  un- 
necessary. There  are,  within  a radius  of  500  yards  of  the  Tilford 
pumping  station,  fifty  houses  with  cesspools,  most  of  which  do 
undoubtedly  at  times  dissipate  their  contents  into  the  ground. 
Within  a radius  of  half  a mile  there  are  no  less  than  130  such  houses 
and  cesspools.  Considering  the  depth  of  the  wells  and  the  enormous 
underground  suction,  it  is  doubtful  if  even  half  a mile  can  be  con- 
sidered the  limit  of  danger  of  pollution  from  cesspools. 

Less  than  half  of  these  cesspools  have  in  the  past  been  emptied 
by  the  Council’s  emptier. 

If  it  became  necessary  now  to  undertake  the  emptying  of  even 
the  130  cesspools  weekly  (and  less  frequent  emptying  would 
certainly  not  guarantee  against  the  risk  of  overflows)  the  full-time 
services  of  at  least  four  cesspool  emptiers  would  be  necessary,  and 
the  cost  approach  the  figure  of  £4,000  per  annum. 

At  the  Tilford  Meads  station  conditions  are  similar,  although 
the  number  of  houses  is  at  present  considerably  less.  There  are 
actually  twenty  cesspools  within  the  500-yard  radius,  but  building 
is  proceeding  rapidly,  and  this  number  will  be  more  than  doubled 
in  the  very  near  future. 

It  is  obvious  that  there  is  only  one  remedy  for  conditions  such 
as  described— that  is  a main  drainage  scheme.  Instructions  have 
accordingly  been  given  by  the  Council  for  the  preparation  of  plans 
for  sewering  the  whole  of  the  area  surrounding  these  two  pumping 
stations. 

The  possibility  of  combining  with  the  proposed  Haslemere 
drainage  scheme  is  being  investigated,  since  it  might  be  more 
economical  to  place  the  disposal  works  at  or  near  Elstead.  Whatever 
scheme  is  ultimately  adopted,  the  needs  of  Elstead  and  of  Churt 
must  be  borne  in  mind  since,  at  the  present  rate  of  development, 
drainage  schemes  for  these  two  villages  cannot  be  deferred  more 
than  a few  years. 

The  St.  Martha  and  Wonersh  Water  Undertaking  belongs 
to  the  Hambledon  Rural  District  Council.  A series  of  wells  in  the 
Brook  Wood,  Chilworth,  provides  the  source.  It  is  reasonably  well 
protected,  and  although  there  is  some  fluctuation  in  the  bac- 
teriological analyses,  no  evidence  of  pollution  has  ever  been  found. 
The  wells  are  of  no  great  depth,  but  a layer  of  impermeable  clay 
provides  an  effective  barrier  against  surface  infiltration,  and  the 
collecting  area  on  the  hills  to  the  south-east  is  entirely  undeveloped. 
The  nearest  houses  are  beyond  the  clay  barrier,  and  as  an  additional 
precaution  steps  have  been  taken  to  have  them  all  connected  to  the 
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sewer,  which  is  available.  Other  possible  sources  of  surface  con- 
tamination have  been  removed,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  expect 
any  difficulty  in  maintaining  the  purity  of  the  supply. 

The  water  is  soft  in  character — in  marked  contrast  to  the  very 
hard  Guildford  Borough  supply,  which  supplies  adjoining  parishes — 
and  is  consequently  much  appreciated  by  the  users.  It  is  of  interest 
that  sections  of  mains  laid  thirty  years  ago  have  been  examined 
recently  and  show  no  sign  of  corrosion,  nor  of  scale  formation. 

Enlargement  of  the  undertaking  became  necessary  owing  to 
difficulties  in  supplying  the  highest  regions,  and  during  the  summer 
it  was  necessary  to  impose  restrictions  on  the  use  of  water  for 
gardening  purposes.  Following  a Public  Inquiry  held  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  January,  permission  was  given  to  proceed. 
Additional  wells  are  being  sunk  to  augment  the  supply,  new  mains 
and  pumps  are  being  installed,  and  all  water  will  be  taken  to  an 
enlarged  reservoir  at  St.  Martha’s  Hill. 

During  actual  work  on  the  wells  and  on  the  mains  a temporary 
chlorinating  plant  will  be  in  operation,  and  when  the  works  are 
completed,  this  chlorinating  plant  will  be  installed  at  the  reservoir 
to  be  used  if  at  any  time  circumstances  warrant  it. 

The  works  were  well  in  hand  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  are 
likely  to  be  completed  before  the  summer  of  1939. 

The  Cranleigh  and  Chiddingfold  Water  Company.  Water 
from  the  lower  greensand  is  drawn  from  springs  at  Bramley  and  at 
Hambledon,  and  from  wells  at  Brook.  The  springs  are  remote  from 
habitations  and  there  appears  to  be  ample  land  under  the  control 
of  the  company  to  ensure  their  preservation.  At  Brook  the  works 
are  older  and  the  village  is  close  by  the  well.  Every  precaution  has, 
however,  been  taken  by  lining  the  well  and  protecting  the  sur- 
roundings, whilst  the  land  around  the  reservoir,  to  which  all  the 
water  is  pumped,  is  preserved  from  building  development.  All  three 
sources  may  thus  be  considered  reasonably  safe,  not  only  at  present, 
but  also  for  the  future. 

Hurtwood  Water  Company.  This  supply  has  its  source  in 
the  parish  of  Shere  in  the  Guildford  Rural  District.  There  are 
actually  two  sources — one  a borehole  200  feet  in  depth,  and  the 
other  a well  30  feet  deep.  The  water  from  the  former  is  very  soft 
in  character,  and  is  mixed  with  the  harder  water  from  the  well. 

The  collecting  ground  is  carefully  protected  by  the  preservation 
of  a large  area  of  land  from  either  agricultural  or  building  develop- 
ment ; this  is  one  of  the  very  few  supplies  afforded  such  adequate 
protection.  Analyses  have  always  shewn  the  water  to  be  of  excellent 
quality,  both  bacteriologically  and  chemically,  and  there  is  little 
likelihood  of  this  standard  being  lowered  whilst  the  care  at  present 
exercised  is  continued. 
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In  all  cases  the  Engineers  of  the  companies  concerned  have 
extended  every  help  and  courtesy,  and  have  given  me  facilities  for 
examining  their  works,  reservoirs  and  sources  of  supply.  They 
have,  without  exception,  further  agreed  to  make  their  analyses 
open  to  my  inspection  if  required,  and  in  one  or  two  cases  are  now 
sending  me  copies  of  their  own  analyses. 

The  investigation  has  included  detailed  surveys  of  the  district 
immediately  surrounding  the  wells,  particular  attention  being  paid 
to  cesspools.  The  protection  or  conservation  of  the  land  around 
the  sources  of  supplies  does  not,  in  some  cases,  appear  to  have 
received  the  consideration  it  deserves.  Some  of  the  larger  under- 
takings are  particularly  handicapped,  as  they  are  now  situated  in 
built-up  areas. 

As  building  development  approaches  nearer  to  the  wells  the 
risk  of  pollution  must  increase,  and  it  may  seem  desirable  that 
stand-by  chlorination  plants  should  be  available — not  necessarily 
for  immediate  use,  but  in  order  that  they  could  be  brought  into  use 
at  the  shortest  possible  notice.  There  is  no  statutory  prohibition  of 
building  development  in  proximity  to  water  undertakings,  purchase 
of  the  surrounding  land,  where  possible,  constituting  the  only 
protection. 

The  average  cesspool  is  of  750 — 1 ,000  gallons  capacity,  and  the 
average  number  of  occupants  for  each  house  is  four.  Many  of  the 
houses  are  larger  and  the  number  of  occupants  much  in  excess  of 
this  figure,  yet  in  these  the  cesspool  capacity  is  not  increased 
proportionately.  Practically  every  house  has  main  water  and  the 
average  consumption  per  person  may  be  taken  as  20  to  25  gallons 
per  day.  It  is  thus  obvious  that  cesspools  must  be  completely 
filled  in  from  seven  to  ten  days  provided  that  they  are  watertight 
and  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  Building  Byelaws  in  force 
in  the  District. 

From  the  comparative  infrequency  with  which  cesspools  are 
emptied  it  is  certain  that  the  majority  do  leak  into  the  surrounding 
ground. 

In  some  cases,  cesspools  have  been  replaced  by  septic  tanks, 
which  give,  if  properly  constructed  and  maintained,  a fairly  satis- 
factory degree  of  purification.  They  do  not,  however,  affect  the 
presence  of  bacteria  in  the  effluent.  If  pathogenic  germs  are  reaching 
the  cesspool  from,  for  example,  a typhoid  carrier  in  the  house,  or 
from  the  presence  of  an  undiagnosed  case  of  enteric  fever  in  a 
household,  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  those  germs  will  be  present 
in  the  effluent  from  the  septic  tank. 

This  safeguard  of  dealing  adequately  with  cesspool  contents 
must  apply  with  almost  equal  force  where  the  water  supplies  are 
chlorinated,  since  temporary  breakdowns  in  chlorination,  or  tem- 
porary variations  in  the  process,  may  conceivably  allow  con- 
taminated water  to  pass  into  the  mains. 
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Similar  remarks  apply  to  the  pail  closets  which  are  prevalent 
wherever  there  is  cesspool  drainage.  The  burial  of  pail  contents  in 
gardens  must  be  reckoned  a possible  source  of  contamination. 

Chlorination. 

It  may  be  argued  that  chlorination  is  an  effective  safeguard 
against  all  possible  pollution.  Chlorination,  however,  brings  many 
difficulties  in  its  train,  and  there  is  always  the  possibility  of  tem- 
porary breakdowns  or  variations  in  the  process,  which,  at  a crucial 
time,  might  allow  untreated  water  to  get  into  general  circulation. 
Moreover,  insistence  upon  chlorination  by  the  water  company  could 
not  be  maintained  as  a proper  substitute  for  evasion  of  other 
safeguards  affecting  the  source  of  the  supply. 


In  view  of  the  accepted  fact  that  the  pollution  at  Croydon 
was  caused  by  a typhoid  carrier,  I suggested  to  every  water  com- 
pany that  they  should  consider  the  desirability  of  choosing,  for 
work  in  connection  with  their  well  supplies,  men  who  are  in  good 
health,  and  also  the  desirability  of  having  them  examined  as  to 
the  possibility  of  being  typhoid  carriers.  At  least  two  undertakings 
have  had  this  test  completed.  The  men  employed  at  the  Council’s 
own  St.  Martha  works  have  been  examined  and  passed  as  satis- 
factory. 

In  December,  1937,  the  Council  agreed  that  the  frequency  of 
sampling  should  be  increased,  and  that  for  the  future  samples  should 
be  taken  once  a month  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  twice 
yearly  for  chemical  analyses.  Copies  of  all  analyses  are  now  sent 
to  the  water  undertakings  concerned  immediately  they  are  received. 

The  appended  table  shows  typical  analyses  from  the  five  big 
water  supplies  serving  the  District. 
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TYPICAL  RESULTS  OF  ANALYSES  OF  WATER  SAMPLES.  Chemical  Results  in  parts  per  100,000. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Much  progress  has  been  made  in  the  sewering  of  the  District. 

Alfold. — This  scheme  was  completed  during  the  year  with  the 
exception  of  the  connecting-up  of  ten  houses  ; these  have  since 
been  connected  to  the  sewers,  making  a total  of  36  houses  served 
by  the  scheme. 

Chiddingfold  . — A sewerage  scheme  for  this  village,  which  has 
been  so  badly  needed  for  some  time,  is  now  being  prepared  in 
detail,  and  it  is  hoped  that  rapid  progress  will  be  made. 

Cranleigh. — This  scheme  has  now  been  completed.  The 
sewers  had  been  laid  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  all  but  a few 
houses  connected  up  ; these  have  since  been  completed. 

Dunsfold  has  no  main  drainage  scheme.  Although  cesspools 
are  the  main  form  of  sewage  disposal,  various  groups  of  houses 
have  combined  drains  taking  effluents  for  disposal  outside  the 
village.  These  drains  were  laid  many  years  ago,  and  small  disposal 
works  associated  with  some  of  the  groups.  They  have  not  been 
maintained,  and  no  longer  function  efficiently.  One  of  these  groups 
was  the  cause  of  serious  pollution  in  a small  watercourse  to  the 
north-east  of  the  village. 

It  appears  that  the  only  solution  is  to  re-establish  an  efficient 
small  disposal  plant  and  to  have  this  particular  group  of  houses 
properly  sewered.  Plans  have  been  prepared  for  such  a scheme, 
but  are  held  in  abeyance  pending  thorough  investigation  of  sewage 
problems  of  the  rest  of  the  village. 

Ewhurst. — The  suggestions  for  the  extensions  to  the  Cranleigh 
scheme  in  order  to  include  Ewhurst  were  submitted  to  the  Minister 
of  Health  for  approval,  but  the  necessary  Public  Inquiry  has  not 
yet  been  held. 

The  Milford  and  Witley  scheme  was  commenced  during  the 
year  and  good  progress  made.  It  is  hoped  that  the  work  will  be 
completed  during  1939. 

Tilford. — Proposals  for  draining  Tilford  are  being  prepared, 
and  alternatives  under  consideration.  The  necessity  for  this  scheme 
is  referred  to  under  the  chapter  on  Water  Supplies. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

Notes  regarding  this  service  will  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  which  is  appended  (see  page  60). 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Very  few  instances  of  pollution  were  detected  or  brought  to 
our  notice  during  the  year.  Where  action  was  necessary,  no  difficulty 
was  encountered  in  getting  matters  remedied. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 


During  the  year  3 earth  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Particulars  of  extensions  and  improvements  carried  out  during 
the  year  in  the  arrangements  are  given  in  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report,  which  is  appended  (see  page  59). 

SHOPS. 

The  Local  Authority  is  responsible,  under  the  Shops  Act,  1934, 
for  ensuring  that  there  is  adequate  ventilation,  warming  and 
sanitary  conveniences,  whilst  the  County  Council  controls  other 
conditions  such  as  lighting,  washing  facilities,  seating  accommoda- 
tion and  hours  of  employment,  etc. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
during  the  year  was  13. 

It  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  commence  inspection  of  offices 
owing  to  pressure  of  other  duties. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS  AND  CAMPING  GROUNDS. 

In  March  the  Council  agreed  to  apply  for  the  adoption  of 
Paragraphs  266  to  270  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  in  sub- 
stitution for  the  corresponding  powers  given  under  the  Surrey 
County  Council  Act  of  1931. 

A wider  definition  of  tents,  vans,  sheds  and  similar  structures 
is  given. 

The  intention  of  the  new  Act  is  undoubtedly  to  prevent 
nuisances  or  objections  by  giving  the  local  authority  power  to 
licence  land  and  also  to  licence  the  structures.  At  the  same  time,  the 
permission  to  use  land  for  42  consecutive  days  or  for  60  days  inter- 
mittently in  any  one  year  does  very  seriously  lessen  the  value  of  the 
licensing  regulations. 

It  will  be  obvious  that  neither  the  Surrey  County  Council  Act 
nor  the  Public  Health  Act  give  any  control  of  the  casual  camping 
of  gipsies  and  van-dwellers  during  the  course  of  their  journeyings, 
although  this  probably  constitutes  the  greatest  source  of  annoyance. 

Certain  camping  grounds  are  known  to  exist  in  the  District, 
but  under  the  present  powers  it  is  unlikely  that  our  list  is  complete. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Five  observations  were  made  for  smoke  abatement  during  1938. 
In  no  case  was  it  necessary  for  statutory  action  to  be  taken. 
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SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

As  in  previous  years,  samples  have  been  taken  from  the 
Frensham  Ponds,  from  the  swimming  pool  at  Bramley  Grange 
Hotel,  and  from  the  Moat  Pond,  Elstead. 

The  life-saving  and  First  Aid  equipment  provided  at  the 
Frensham  Ponds  has  been  maintained,  and  the  attendance  of 
members  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  continued  at  week-ends 
and  on  public  holidays.  Their  assistance  is  very  much  appreciated, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  service  will  become  a permanent  one. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

No  cases  of  infestation  were  reported  or  discovered  during  the 
year. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  conditions  at  the  schools  are,  in  general,  entirely 
satisfactory. 

Improvements  in  the  sanitary  accommodation  at  the  Churt 
C.  of  E.  School  were  effected  early  in  the  year  on  the  advice  of  the 
Health  Department. 

One  school  only  was  closed  during  the  year  on  account  of 
infectious  disease.  This  was  the  Thursley  C.  of  E.  School,  which 
was  closed  from  7th  to  21st  March  on  account  of  an  outbreak  of 
chicken-pox. 

Table  V on  page  39  shows  the  number  of  children  absent  from 
school  on  account  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  including 
contacts  with  cases  of  infectious  disease. 


HOUSING. 


Rather  fewer  houses  have  been  built  this  year  than  in  1937 — 
205  as  against  218  for  the  previous  year.  There  is  little  doubt, 
however,  that  such  an  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  represents 
an  increase  of  750  to  800  in  the  population. 

The  Housing  Scheme  at  Witley  was  completed  during  the  year, 
and  three  other  Schemes  were  prepared  and  carried  out,  as  follows  : 

Shamley  Green  12  houses. 

Dockenfield 8 houses. 

Churt  14  houses. 

Overcrowding. 

The  two  cases  of  overcrowding  existing  at  the  end  of  1937 
were  remedied  during  the  year,  as  also  was  a further  case  dis- 
covered. It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  are  now  no  cases 
of  overcrowding  in  the  District.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

143  samples  of  milk  were  examined  during  the  year,  and  136  of 
these  were  found  to  reach  the  standard  required  for  Accredited  Milk. 

The  number  of  licences  to  produce  Accredited  Milk  granted  by 
the  County  Council  during  the  year  was  76.  There  are  now  76 
producers  of  Accredited  Milk  and  55  of  ordinary  milk  in  the  District. 
In  addition,  8 licences  for  the  production  of  Tuberculin  Tested 
Milk,  and  1 pasteurising  licence,  are  in  force. 
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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 


Meat. — The  6 licensed  and  11  registered  slaughterhouses  in 
the  District  are  inspected  regularly,  and  all  animals  killed  for 
human  consumption  are  examined  by  the  Meat  Inspector.

There  is  no  Meat  Marketing  Scheme  operating  in  the  Hambledon 

Rural  District. 
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Anthrax. — No  cases  of  anthrax  or  suspected  anthrax  were 
reported  during  the  year. 

A supply  of  anti-anthrax  serum  is  kept  at  the  office  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  order  that  it  may  be  readily  available 
in  case  of  emergency. 

Egg -sorting. — The  egg-sorting  business  at  Ewhurst  has  been 
kept  under  supervision.  The  business,  which  is  increasing  rapidly, 
appears  to  be  well  conducted,  and  no  nuisance  has  been  created. 
The  owner  is  anxious  to  co-operate,  and  certain  additional  require- 
ments under  the  Factories  Act  of  1937  have  now  been  complied  with. 


FOOD  UNFIT  FOR  HUMAN  CONSUMPTION,  BUT  USED 
FOR  CATTLE  AND  POULTRY  FEEDING  PURPOSES. 

Kiln-dried  wheat  which  is  unfit  for  human  consumption  is 
brought  into  the  District  for  use  in  the  preparation  of  poultry  and 
animal  feeding-stuffs.  Notice  is  usually  received  from  the  appro- 
priate Port  Sanitary  Authority  of  the  arrival  of  such  consignments, 
and  their  use  in  the  permitted  manner  is  verified  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.  The  quantity  brought  into  the  District  during  1938 
was  much  less  than  in  previous  years. 

SHELLFISH. 

There  are,  of  course,  no  layings  in  the  Hambledon  Rural 
District.  Shellfish  are,  however,  on  sale  at  four  places  in  the  District, 
the  supplies  being  obtained  in  every  case  from  the  Billingsgate  Fish 
Market. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT,  1928. 

This  Act  is  administered  by  the  Surrey  County  Council,  and 
I am  grateful  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  the  information  in 
Table  IV,  which  shows  the  number  of  samples  analysed  and  action 
taken  in  respect  of  the  Hambledon  Rural  District.

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES, 


GENERAL. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease 
(excluding  tuberculosis)  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health 
Department  during  1938  was  160,  as  compared  with  66  in  the 
previous  year.  Although  this  number  appears  to  be  very  much 
higher  than  in  recent  years,  the  increase  is  due  almost  entirely  to 
one  disease — a particular  type  of  Dysentery.

Apart  from  the  Dysentery,  no  epidemics  were  reported,  and 
there  were  fewer  cases  of  the  common  infectious  diseases  than  for 
many  years  past. 

No  cases  of  Smallpox  nor  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  reported. 

Tables  VI,  VII  and  VIII  on  pages  40-42. 
show  the  number  of  cases  occurring  month  by  month,  in  each 
parish,  and  at  the  various  ages. 
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One  death  from  diphtheria  was  allocated  to  this  District  by 
the  Registrar-General ; the  case  actually  occurred  at  Maidenhead, 
but  the  deceased’s  home  address  was  at  Shamley  Green  and  the 
death  was  therefore  transferred  to  the  Hambledon  Rural  District. 
There  was  one  death  from  measles.  The  death  rate  from  the  seven 
principal  zymotic  diseases  was  0.08  as  compared  with  0.04  in  1937. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Only  17  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified — 14  fewer  than  last 
year.  They  occurred,  for  the  most  part,  during  the  winter  months, 
and  affected  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  10  years.  The  cases 
were  generally  scattered  over  the  District.  Twelve  of  them  were 
treated  in  hospital,  and  the  disease  this  year  appears  to  have  been 
of  a particularly  mild  type. 

No  deaths  occurred. 

Scarlet  Fever  Immunisation. — Fourteen  children  were 
immunised  under  the  scheme  during  1938.  No  child  receiving  the 
treatment  developed  scarlet  fever. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

As  the  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  has  diminished,  that  of 
erysipelas,  which  is  due  to  a similar  type  of  organism,  appears  to 
have  increased.  Ten  cases  were  notified  during  1938 — seven  more 
than  the  last  year,  and  the  greatest  number  for  many  years. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  were  reported — the  first  year,  so  far  as 
I can  trace,  in  which  no  cases  at  all  have  occurred. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. — The  immunisation  scheme  con- 
tinues, and  meets  with  ready  acceptance  from  the  parents  and 
children. 

During  1938,  183  children  were  immunised  in  the  schools  and 
158  Schick-tested,  these  being  children  immunised  in  the  previous 
year.  91.14  per  cent,  of  the  children  so  tested  showed  satisfactory 
results. 

Through  the  co-operation  and  help  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  more  children  were  treated  in  Infant  Welfare  Centres  than 
in  former  years,  85  children  of  pre-school  age  being  immunised. 
It  is  obvious  that  as  more  children  of  school  age  become  treated, 
the  age  of  greatest  risk  is  moved  back  to  the  younger  children  who 
are  not  immune,  and  who  cannot  have  developed  a natural  immunity 
through  repeated  contact  with  mild  infections.  It  therefore  becomes 
so  much  the  more  important  to  offer  immunisation  at  the  earliest 
possible  age.  Successful  treatment  given  at  or  about  the  age  of 
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1 year  will,  it  is  hoped,  prove  effective  throughout  the  ordinary 
child’s  school  life,  by  which  time  a natural  immunity  may  well  have 
developed.  Whilst  not  guaranteeing  every  child  absolutely  against 
diphtheria,  it  can  confidently  be  promised  to  guarantee  against 
serious  or  dangerous  diphtheria. 

The  method  employed,  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid,  has  proved 
so  successful  that  it  is  being  continued  unchanged.  The  percentage 
of  successful  cases  after  a single  injection  has  been  consistently 
between  90  and  95. 

DYSENTERY. 

For  many  years  epidemics  of  diarrhoea  and  sickness  have 
occurred,  usually  in  the  autumn  and  winter  months,  and  most 
particularly  around  Chiddingfold  and  Dunsfold.  Three  years  ago 
this  was  identified  bacteriologically  as  due  to  a bacillus  of  the  Sonne 
type.  Children  and  adults  of  all  ages  appear  to  be  affected,  adults 
being,  if  anything,  even  more  susceptible  than  children.  107  cases 
were  notified  during  this  year,  most  of  them  in  January  and  early 
February.  A few  cases  occurred  more  or  less  throughout  the  year, 
the  numbers  rising  again  in  December. 

None  of  the  cases  resulted  in  death,  although  a few  were 
sufficiently  alarming  in  aged  people  and  in  young  and  weakly 
children.  The  symptoms  were  those  of  an  acute  gastro-enteritis, 
with  intense  diarrhoea  and — occasionally — vomiting,  followed  by 
collapse  and  prostration.  In  some  cases  food  poisoning  was  at  first 
suspected,  the  symptoms  arising  with  startling  suddenness. 

It  is  possible  that  cases  did  occur  elsewhere  than  in  Chiddingfold 
and  Dunsfold  and  were  not  notified,  but  it  does  seem  curious  how 
this  disease  is  virtually  endemic  in  these  parishes,  reaching  a 
maximum  incidence  in  the  late  autumn  and  early  winter  months. 
Water  supplies,  milk  supplies,  and  other  foods  have  been  examined 
in  the  hope  of  tracing  the  source  of  infection.  It  appears  that  the 
disease,  in  fact,  spreads  rapidly  from  case  to  case  rather  than  by 
broadcast  infection,  since,  in  several  families,  sufferers  have  been 
observed  to  develop  symptoms  on  succeeding  days  instead  of 
simultaneously.  The  mode  of  spread  is  not  known,  although  recent 
investigations  suggest  the  possibility  that  infection  is  harboured  in 
the  throat  and  nose,  being  spread  by  the  “droplet”  method.  The 
occurrence  of  cases  at  Chiddingfold  where  victims  in  one  family 
were  attacked  on  successive  days  may  equally  indicate  spread  by 
contamination  of  food. 

PNEUMONIA. 

Pneumonia  cases,  at  22,  show  the  highest  number  for  many 
years.  It  is  certain  that  many  cases  are  never  notified,  and  the  4 
deaths  recorded  do  not  mean  that  4 of  these  22  cases  proved  fatal. 
The  death  rate  although  very  much  lower  than  usual,  nevertheless, 
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is  a high  one.  As  is  to  be  expected,  the  maximum  incidence  is 
during  the  winter  months,  whilst  young  children  and  aged  persons 
are  most  affected. 

Only  three  of  the  cases  were  treated  in  hospital. 

Pneumonia  can  be  caused  by  different  forms  of  organisms.  In 
certain  types,  if  the  causal  organism  can  be  identified  sufficiently 
early,  serum  treatment  holds  out  good  prospects  of  success.  En- 
quiries were  made  of  general  practitioners  as  to  whether  an  extension 
of  our  bacteriological  services  to  cover  this  would  be  of  assistance. 
By  most  the  suggestion  was  warmly  welcomed,  and  it  is  hoped  to 
arrange  for  the  typing  of  pneumonia  in  suitable  cases  at  the  Royal 
Surrey  County  Hospital  before  the  next  winter.  Advances  in  drug 
treatment  of  pneumococcal  infections  have  made  dramatic  progress 
in  recent  months,  and  are  being  closely  watched  since  it  may  well 
be  that  drug  treatment  may  prove  as  efficient  as  and  more  speedy 
than  serum  therapy. 

Any  affort  that  can  be  made  to  lessen  the  incidence  of  pneu- 
monia, or  to  lessen  its  high  death  rate,  is  worthy  of  the  closest 
attention. 

Measles  is  gradually  coming  to  be  generally  recognised  as  a 
serious  illness. 

A large  epidemic  occurred  at  Cranleigh  between  January  and 
March,  92  cases  being  recorded.  A minor  epidemic  of  10  cases 
occurred  at  Tilford  about  the  same  time,  and  there  were  many  more 
sporadic  cases. 

Bronchitis  and  pneumonia  are  the  most  fatal  sequelae  of  measles, 
and  although  the  measles  recorded  in  1938  was  not  of  a severe 
type,  many  chest  complications  were  reported. 

Several  requests  were  received  from  practitioners  for  con- 
valescent serum.  It  is  well  known  that  measles  generally  confers 
immunity  from  future  attacks,  by  the  development  of  a specific 
antidote  in  the  blood  serum.  This  antidote  is  as  effective  in  pre- 
venting or  even  in  curing  measles  if  it  is  suitably  injected  into  the 
sufferer.  Accordingly  the  blood  serum  of  recently  recovered  measles 
cases  can  be  used  as  a prophylactic  and  as  a curative  agent,  it  being 
particularly  valuable  in  treating  weakly  children  for  whom  an 
attack  of  measles  might  produce  severe  and  dangerous  illness,  and 
in  institutions  where  an  outbreak  of  measles  might  result  in  severe 
epidemics. 

Appeals  for  volunteer  donors  of  blood  were  for  some  time 
unsuccessful,  but  eventually  a small  stock  of  convalescent  serum 
was  obtained.  This  is  stored  under  proper  conditions  at  the  Royal 
Surrey  County  Hospital,  and  is  available  on  request  for  medical 
practitioners.  Owing  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  supplies  it  is 
hoped  that  its  use  may  be  restricted  to  the  most  necessary  cases 
only,  and  since  making  it  available  only  one  request  has  been 
received.

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It  may  be  useful  to  recapitulate  here  the  various  supplies 
that  are  now  available  at  the  offices  of  the  M.O.H.  in  cases  of 
emergency : — Tetanus  serum,  snake  anti-venom,  anti-anthrax 
serum,  diphtheria  anti-toxin,  and  streptococcus  anti-toxin,  are  all 
kept  in  stock. 

Important  steps  were  taken  to  ensure  closer  co-operation  with 
medical  practitioners  throughout  the  District  and  the  system  of 
providing  information  concerning  prevalent  infectious  diseases  was 
extended.  Each  week  a statement  is  sent  to  every  practitioner 
recording  diseases  notified  during  the  week,  indicating  the  locality 
and  whether  isolated  cases,  minor  or  major  epidemics,  together 
with  any  notes  likely  to  be  of  use  in  assisting  prompt  recognition 
or  treatment. 

Practitioners  generally  have  co-operated  by  giving  informal 
information  of  infectious  diseases  not  ordinarily  notifiable. 

Business  “Reply  Paid'’  forms  have  been  issued  for  their  use  in 
supplying  such  information,  and  the  success  of  this  scheme  has 
amply  justified  the  immense  amount  of  preparation  and  com- 
plicated procedure  necessary  for  its  introduction. 

Admission  of  patients  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  was  simplified 
by  reversion  to  the  older  and  easier  method  of  allowing  private 
practitioners  to  notify  their  needs  to  the  hospital  direct  as  well  as 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  This  system  effects  a considerable 
saving  of  time  for  patients  living  at  a distance  from  the  hospital, 
and  is  much  appreciated  by  the  doctors.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (Tuberculosis)  REGULATIONS,  1925. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  which  relates  to  persons  suffering 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  who  are  employed  in  the  milk  trade. 

SECTION  172,  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  this  section  (relating  to  the  com- 
pulsory removal  to  a hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis). 

CARE  COMMITTEE. 

Investigation  is  made  into  every  case  of  tuberculosis  occurring 
in  the  District,  and  a report  on  each  is  submitted  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Care  Committee.  This  Committee  held  three  meetings  during  the 
year,  and  following  are  notes  on  the  work  done. 

Twenty-one  cases  were  considered  during  the  year,  the  number 
of  visits  entailed  being  thirty-seven. 

Assistance  was  given  in  five  cases.  In  three  it  took  the  form  of 
a supply  of  milk,  in  the  fourth  it  consisted  of  a supply  of  milk  and 
butter,  while  in  the  last  case  the  patient  was  given  a grant  of  milk, 
butter  and  eggs.  The  expenditure  involved  during  the  year  by  the 
granting  of  extra  nourishment  was  £5  12s.5d. 

In  addition,  indirect  assistance  was  given  in  two  cases.  In  the  first, 
arrangements  were  made  for  a bed-ridden  patient  to  be  supplied  with 
some  books  and  other  reading  material,  while  in  the  other  a patient 
was  supplied  with  extra  nourishment  by  the  Public  Assistance  Com- 
mittee after  representations  had  been  made  by  the  Care  Committee. 

The  Care  Committee  had  a balance  of  £21  10s.  lOd.  at  the  Bank 
at  31st  December,  1938. 

Handicrafts  Instruction  for  Tuberculosis  Patients. — In 

April,  1938,  Guildford  Rural  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  sub- 
mitted a resolution  to  the  Standing  Conference  of  Surrey  Tuber- 
culosis Care  Committees,  urging  investigation  of  the  possibility  of 
appointing  a visiting  handicraft  instructress  for  giving  instruction 
in  handicraft  work  to  tuberculous  patients  in  their  own  homes. 
Arising  out  of  such  resolution  it  was  decided  by  the  Standing 
Conference  of  Surrey  Tuberculosis  Care  Committees  to  appoint  a 
Handicraft  Instructress  to  commence  duties  in  January,  1939.  The 
Hambledon  Rural  Care  Committee  have  contributed  the  sum  of  £10 
towards  the  initial  expenses  of  such  appointment. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Surrey  County  Education  Committee 
will  take  over  financial  responsibility  for  the  scheme  as  from  the 
1st  April,  1939. 

During  the  year  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  is  Honorary 
Secretary  of  the  Care  Committee,  attended  two  meetings  of  the 
Standing  Conference  of  Surrey  Tuberculosis  Care  Committees,  and 
the  Annual  Conference  of  the  National  Association  for  the  Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis,  as  well  as  various  meetings  of  Secretaries  of  Care 
Committees. 
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AIR  RAID  PRECAUTIONS. 


Provision  of  Casualty  Services  under  the  Air  Raid  Precautions 
Scheme  has  occupied  a great  deal  of  time. 

Constant  alterations  of  official  requirements  and  difficulties  in 
obtaining  official  approval  to  our  suggestions  resulted  in  much 
waste  of  time  and  effort. 

The  original  proposals  undoubtedly  were  too  elaborate  and 
comprehensive  for  a District  of  such  rural  and  residential  character 
as  the  Hambledon  Rural  District,  and  the  personnel  required  was 
unobtainable. 

The  response  to  appeals  for  recruiting  was  remarkable,  and 
many  people  received  instruction  in  Anti-Gas  defence,  in  First  Aid 
and  in  Home  Nursing.  It  was  inevitable  that  a large  proportion  of 
these  volunteers  were  unsuitable  for  appointment  under  the  Air 
Raid  Precautions  Scheme,  either  for  business  or  personal  reasons. 

In  order  to  simplify  administration,  enlistment  of  all  volunteers 
in  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  or  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade  was  encouraged,  these  organisations  undertaking  to 
provide  appropriate  training  and  to  staff  First  Aid  Posts  and  other 
departments  of  A.R.P.  Several  new  divisions  of  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society  were  formed  in  the  District  as  a result  of  this  arrange- 
ment. 

The  September  crisis  found  our  plans  very  incomplete  and 
imperfect.  By  intensive  work,  however,  a complete  working  scheme 
was  evolved  and  put  into  working  order  before  the  critical  days 
immediately  prior  to  the  Munich  Agreement. 

Three  Emergency  First  Aid  Posts  were  selected,  and  arrange- 
ments made  for  their  rapid  emergency  conversion  to  deal  with  gas 
and  all  other  types  of  casualty. 

First  Aid  Points  were  established  in  every  village,  19  in  all — 
some  at  doctors'  surgeries,  and  others  at  suitable  halls  or  private 
houses. 

A minimum  of  necessary  equipment  was  purchased  before  the 
general  demand  made  supplies  unobtainable,  and  all  staffs  were 
appointed. 

The  greatest  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  ambulances. 
Vehicles  promised  earlier  were  found  to  be  not  available  in  emer- 
gency, and  many  owners  were  unwilling  to  allow  these  vehicles  to 
be  diverted  from  normal  use  for  any  length  of  time  or  to  be  handled 
by  unknown  drivers.  A minimum  supply  was  with  difficulty 
obtained  and  appointed  to  stations  at  the  First  Aid  Posts. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  splendid  help  given  by  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  St.  John  Ambulance 
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Brigade.  Their  unstinted  efforts  alone  made  it  possible  to  have  a 
working  scheme,  fully  staffed  and  on  duty  in  readiness  for  any 
emergency. 

The  reduced  scale  of  Casualty  Services  since  approved  is 
undoubtedly  more  in  keeping  with  the  needs  of  a rural  district, 
although  the  tendency  to  centralise  all  services  is  deplored.  The 
refusal  to  recognise  the  necessity  for  First  Aid  Points  or  minor 
dressing  stations  in  every  village  has  caused  consternation  amongst 
the  general  public.  No  official  First  Aid  services  will  be  available  on 
the  spot  ; much  time  will  be  lost  in  travelling  and  many  unnecessary 
journeys  to  attend  to  trifling  cases  will  certainly  result.  In  times  of 
stress  and  fear  casualties  are  more  likely  to  result  from  accidents 
than  from  enemy  bombs  or  falling  shrapnel.  Darkness,  dimming  of 
lights  on  travelling  vehicles,  excitement,  and  the  complete  upheaval 
of  normal  life  will  increase  the  number  of  accidents  out  of  all 
proportion  to  peace-time  occurrences,  and  the  existence  of  some 
First  Aid  services  in  every  village  is  regarded  as  essential.

Water  Supply. — Five  companies  supply  water  in  the  Hamble- 
don  Rural  District,  and  all  parishes  have  a piped  supply  available 
for  the  greater  part  of  their  area. 

These  supplies  were  all  shown  on  analysis  to  be  of  a high 
degree  of  organic  and  bacterial  purity  and  suitable  for  the  purpose 
of  public  supply. 

Building  and  development  is  proceeding  mainly  in  the  areas 
which  have  a public  supply  available.  230  proposals  for  water 
supply  under  Section  137  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  were 
received  during  the  year,  of  these  only  four  were  to  be  supplied  by 
wells  or  private  sources.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


The  collection  of  house  refuse  and  the  cleansing  of  cesspools  is 
carried  out  by  the  Council  in  all  Parishes  in  the  District. 

Refuse  Collection. — Four  Dennis  refuse  lorries  are  used  for 
this  work. 

A weekly  or  fortnightly  collection  is  provided  for  over  65  per 
cent,  of  the  area,  the  remainder  has  a monthly  service. 

Refuse  Disposal. — The  Council  has  two  main  depots  for  refuse 
disposal  at  Witley  and  Cranleigh.  All  combustible  refuse  is  des- 
troyed by  incineration  in  both  areas. 

The  refuse  is  screened  before  incineration,  dust  and  fine  ash  is 
disposed  of  to  brickyards,  clinker  is  sold,  and  tins,  bottles  and  certain 
other  materials  are  sorted  for  disposal. 

Cleansing  of  Pail  Closets. — The  Council  has  undertaken  the 
cleansing  of  pail  closets  at  Alfold,  Chiddingfold,  Dunsfold,  Elstead, 
Witley,  and  the  non-sewered  areas  of  Bramley. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  means  of  300-gallon  tanks  which 
can  be  fitted  in  refuse  lorries  for  night  work,  and  in  one  district  by 
horse  and  tank  cart. 

The  night  soil  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  arable  land  in  the 
District. 

Cleansing  of  Cesspools. — Cesspools  are  emptied  on  applica- 
tion free  of  charge  once  in  every  quarter.  Four  Dennis  (750-gallon) 
emptiers  are  in  use  for  this  work. 

The  cesspools  in  the  District  vary  in  size  from  500  to  5,000 
gallons  capacity,  but  the  average  is  700  to  800  gallons.  The  sewage 
removed  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  sludge  beds  on  the  sewage 
farms  and  on  arable  land  by  arrangement  with  farmers. 

The  demand  for  this  service  continued  and  increased  during 
the  year,  all  machines  being  worked  to  full  capacity.
